WAS RATTLED. 


|Harvard Wins the University 


Boat Race. 


The Crimson Crew Well in the Lead 
over the Entire Course, 


New Haven’s @arsmen Demoralized 
and Badly Handled. 


The Result a Big Surprise as Yale 
Had Been a Great Favorite— 
Some Exciting In- 
cidents. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New LONDON. (Ct.,) June 26.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The sixteenth 
annual four-mile eight-oared boat race 
between Yale and Harvard University 
crews was rowed this noon over the 


Thames course from Winthrop Poiut 


to Gattes ferry and was won by Har- 
vard by eleven lengths. Time 21m. 
23s. Yale’s time, 21m. 578. 

Harvard’s victory is the biggest sur- 
prise in college athletics for many 
years. Good judges of rowing con- 
ceded the race to Yale almost to a 
man and supporting this sentiment in 
favor of Yale, stacks of money left 
at the pool rooms went uncovered 
even at odds of 100 to 60. 

The Harvards took the lead at the 
start and forged ahead with a rush. 
As their shell went ahead the crimson 
supporters on the observation train 
and innumerable steamers became 
frantic with excitement. As the ex- 
citement spresd some very reckless 
work was done by steamboat captains. 
There were two collisions, with no 
serious resulte—simply a matter ol! 
good luck. Two miles up the river 
the tugboat Gypsy ran into the side of 
the press bowt, the shock throwing 
3 or thirty people off their 
eet. 

SCENE AT THE FINISH. 

At the finish where the channel was 
crowded with all sorta of craft, the 
press boat, in trying to avoid a 
collision with the Ruode Island, struck 
the tug America, knocking many pev- 
ple ¢prawiing over the deck. Fortun- 
ately no one was injured. | 

The scenes at the finish were of the 
most exciting racter, the Harvard 
men being wild with joy, while thous- 
ands of Yale’s supporters were de- 
cidedly crestfallen over their unex- 
pected defeat. The scenes along the 
river of an unusually 
and lively acter. An observation 
train of tive gart carried an im- 
mense crowd, while at least seventy- 
five steamers, steam and sail yachts 
followed the crews over the course or 
in a desirable position. The favorite 
place, on the west bank, was also 
crowded with sight-seers. 

THE RACE IN DETAIL. 

Promptly at 11:30 the crews came 
down tbe river toward the stuke boats. 
Harvard backed into position a minute 
later and Lale soon after. When the 
crews were given the word Harvard 
caught the water first, and setting the 
stroke of 40, at once pushed the bow 
of their boat slightly in front.

His Bride Ambitious to Shine in a Lon- 
don Political Salon. 


It Leaks Out That She Has Been His 
Adviser for a Long Time. 


Concillation to Be the Watchword in 
Dealing with the McCarthyites 
~—Proposed Trip to This 
Country.

LONDON, June 26.—{| Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.] 
Mr. and Mrs. Parnell entertained some 
friends yesterday evening at Walsing- 
bam Terrace, and received today sev- 
eral intimates. Parnell bas sent greet- 
ing to several intimates in the Com- 
mons, expressing pleasure that the pro- 
longed period of suspense is over, and 
thanking them for their steadfast 
friendship during his troubles. He 
writes under the apparent conviction 
that his marriage will enable him to be 
reinstated as the Irish leader. 

A stroftig impression in the same di- 
rection prevails in the Commons in 
spite of knowledge of the fact that the 
Catholic clergy will not accept the mar- 
riage as condoning his offense. Eu- 
glish Liberals are ready to bail him as 
a man doing his best for bis fault. No 
immediate restoration of confidence 
between Parnell and the leaders is 
probable, nor is it probable that the 
faction feud willend without long oppo- 
sition of some of his now irreconcil- 
able enemies, but his marriage has de- 
prived his foes of one of their most 
potent weapons of attack. His moral 
position assured, his political restura- 
tion, it is gewerally believed, becomes 
a matter of time. 

The future plans of Mr. and Mrs. 
Parnell indicate that after a period of 
seclusion it is their intention to enlarge 
their social life. Mrs. Parnell talks of 
leaving Brighton and taking a large 
house in London. If sbe wins ber pro- 
bate suit she will be rich and able to 
entertain. Those knowing her best 
say she aims to form a political ana 
artistic salon, to create which she bas 
capacities equal to her ambition. It 
bas long been known that she has been 
a valuable political ally of Parnell, 
with whom she has discussed every 
turn of affairs more intimately than 
members of his party. It can be pre- 
dicted with certainty that under ber 
open guidance Paruell will {mmediately 
modity his tactics.

Short Weicht Fruits. 
|}Catifornia Fruit Grower.] 

During last season several direct 
charges of short weight in dried fruit 
were made over the signature of the 
retailer purchasing the same at the 
East. It was definitely stated that 
fiity pound boxes contained but forty- 
seven and a half or forty-eight pounds 
of fruit net and that twenty-five pound 
boxes contained but twenty-three 
pounds net. In explanation the par- 
ties selling the fruit claimed that it 
was customary in California for pack- 
ers to pack twenty-three and forty- 
eight pounds of fruit for a twenty-five 
aud fiity-pound box, with a view of 
covering the cost of boxing. This is 
rather a gauzy explanation, from the 
fact that the fruit sold last season to 
the retailers through the Eastern States 


at 28 to 30 cents per pound. At this 


rate the retailer would be paying 56 to 
60 ceuts for each box and boxing. 
Rather expensive package! + At the 
time these reports were published the 
California ruit Grower endeav- 
ored to ascertain the exact status 
of the case and opened a cor 
respondence with the parties claimifig 
to nave purchased this 
fruit, and asked tor the name of tie 
wholesale dealer trom whom they re- 
ceived their supplies. We did this 
with a view of locating the fraud, 
either at the East or in California; but, 
for some reason we received no reply. 
Very large quantities of California 
apricots and peacbes ure shipped from 
this State each season in sacks and 
boxed under the individual brands of 
wholesale grocers and others at the 
East; bence it is difficult to locate the 
responsibility of tbe shvrt-weight 
fruit. But, be that ag it may, it is to 
be hoped that Ca.ifornia packers will 
not resort to any fraudulent practices 
or deception in the manner of packing 


their dried fruit. With the exception 


of an Occasional off-year, Calitornia 
will meet with any amount of compe- 
tition in the Eastern States, and all 
we have to back up our claim for good 
prices is.the superior quality of our 
fruit and the reputation for uniform, 
and honest packing. It fruit be packed 
and shipped in boxes, à twenty-five- 
pound box should contain twenty-five 
pounds. 


Mr. Gosch informs us that in Ger- 
many beets yielding a percentage of 9 
per cent. of saccharine matter are 
marketable and yield a profit. Luna 
must be freely manured to produce 
beets yielding that percentage of sugar. 
In California beets go from 14 to 20 
per cent., and samples raised bere last 
year went as high as 25 per cent. 
Sugar making ought to pay.—[Ana- 
heim Gazette.

SUIT INSTITUTED FOR $100,000 


Malicious Conspiracy Is Chai ged, 
and the Claim Mado That Jaal- — 
ousy Inspired the Prose- 
cution Against Him. 


Rev. Dr, Ellis has taken his grievances 
into the courts, having instituted suit

egainst Hugh Fraser, Henry Hufschmidt. 
Rev. Drs. Easton and Kerr and the Presby- 
tery of San Francisco, charging malicious 
conspiracy, and putting the damages at 
$100,000, Following details are from the 
San Francisco Examiner of Thursday: 

‘DR. ELLIS’S SUIT. 

Rev. John W. Ellis, D. D., the deposed 
pastor of the Taberuscle Presbyterian 
Church, will enter suit for $100,000 dam- 
ages inthe Superior Court today against 
Huch Fraser, Henry Hufschmidt, Rev. Dr. 
T. OC. Easton, Rev. Dr. A. J. Kerr and the 
Presbytery of San Francisco. 

Charges of malicious conspiracy are wade. 

Throughout the trial aud from the time 
the charges of misappropriation of church 
funds were first made, Rev. Dr. Ellis, act- 
ing on the advice of bis attorney. he says, 
he refrained from presenting bis side of 
the matter either in interviews or on the 
witness-stand, but he has now determined 
to tell it, tell it all and tell it in a court of 


aw. 

When the accusation: against the Taber- 
nacle clergyman were first made that he 
had misappropriated funds Dr. Ellis sought 
an attorney. | 

“Don’t attempt to make any defense at 
this time,” was the lawyer’s advice. “You 
will not get justice if you do and it will 
only injure your cause. Don’t make avy 
charges, don't be interviewed and con- 
tent yourself with merely warding off their 
attack. Wait until later and your turn will 


me, 

Kev. Mr. Ellis heeded the words of his 
counsel, He consulted with his attorney 
every evening during the trial, and waited. 
Now he is in à position where he need wait 
no longer. 

The complaint to be filed today is full of 
the iteration and reiteration common to 
lawyers, but in brief it charges that the de- 
fendants mentioned entered into a mali- 
cious and dastardly conspiracy to bring faise 
charges against Key. Dr. Ellis, and unlaw- 
fully combined ether to rum bim by 
depriving him of his means ot making a 
living and to bring disgrace upon him aud 
his family. 

Stripped of legal phrases, it goes on to re- 
late that Rev. Dr. Ellis had been for some 
twenty years a minister, and had a reputa- 
tion uuwarred by a single stain when the 
defendants plotted to destroy him, and 
brought charges of misappropriation of 
church funds, deception and lying against 
him. At the time, it relates, the defend- 
auts knew that a settlement of all of Rev. 
Mr. Ellis’ obligations to the Tabernacie 
Church had been made. They knew aiso 
that the charges (f lying and deception 
were false, as w s proved later, when they 
voluntarily withdrew them. 

“That you may clearly understand the 
motive of the attack upon Dr. Ellis,” said 
his attorney toa representative of the Ex- 
aminer yesterd y. it is necessary to enter 
into some explanation. The facts which 1 
relate will be fully brought out by the evi- 
dence during the trial of this case, which [ 
— — to bring to a hearing as soon as pos- 
le, 

The Presbyterian clergyman in this city 
who deservedly stands at the head of the 
list is Rev. Robert Mackenzie, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church. Rev. Dr. Ellis 
of the Tubernacle Church, was easily sec- 
ond, being very — and a most progres- 
sive and energetic man. Rev. Mr. Easton 
and Rev. Mr. Kerr, pastors of other 
churches, were very jealous of Ellis and 
Mackenzie, «nd were utterly unable to con- 
con it, as will be shown. 

“What brought on the persecution of Mr. 
Ellis was a proposition to unite tbe First 
Presbyterian and the Tabernable churches, 
and so form a great church under the past- 
orage of Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Ellis. 
Such a church would have overshadowed al 
the others. au d. naturally enough, when 
Kerr and Easton heard of the pian they 
were feantic with jealousy, and formed a 
conspiracy to defeat the project at all baz- 


ards. 

They first broucht charges against: Rev. 
Mr. Mackerzie and tried todown him, but 
the attempt proved utterly futile, Then 
— Mackenzie wrote these letters to Mr. 

8. 

The attorney went into his desk and 
brought out two letters, one written in pen 
and ink and dated, and the other written 
with a lead-pencil on a waste piece of 
paper. The first read: 

“DECEMBER 7, 1899. 

“Rev J. W. Broruer: 
At a joint meeting of our eiders and trus- 
tees, today, the matter of union between 
our congregations was discussed, itis tie 
general opinion that: 1 

»First—It would be best, If possible, for 
the Tabervacle to continue its history and 
associ tious in this city by selling and mov- 
ing turtuer west, where a church might be 
erected out of the proceeds of your present 
property and without debt. We realize, 
however, that we are not competent to judge 
in this, but rather are moved by a brotheriy 
application of what must be a valuable sen- 
timent to the people of the Tabernacle, 
n mely, the continuance of their associa- 
tions. 

“sSecond—lIf this cannot be done, or seems 
unwise to your people to be done, and if a 
union with this congregation is desired by 

our people and heartily approved by the 

resbytery, then this church would give 
both you and your people a hearty welcome 
to join forces with us. This congregation 
would also putin as much money, at least, 
as the Tabernacle could bring with it, in 
addition to our present property, for the 
purpose of erecting a church building large 
enough for both congregations, and would 
put in operation a plan for new and aggres- 
sive work in that part of the Western 
Addition now without any Presbyterian 
Church. 

“Third—If the Presbytery can help you, 
in any better way to save the money yet in 
pose N we will be the first to concur 

u it. ith this statement we leave the 
matter with yourselves and the Presbytery, 
praying that God may guide us all to the 
advance of His Kingdom and the praise of 
His giory. Iam, most fraternaliy. 

ROBERT MACKENZIE,” 

The second wasa persoual note of ex- 
planation as follows: 

“Dear Brother: I send herewith the 
formul ted juugment of my church officers. 
You will find that the second paragraph 
covers the ground you and 1 have in view 
if a union is ordered by the Presbytery. 

“You wilt read the letter to your ofticers 
and if they proceed in the matter you will 
read it to the Presbytery, that they may 
know the attitude of the church in the mat-

“RoBERT MACKENZIE.” 

„December 7, 1890.“ 

“The first letter was read to the Taber- 
nacle congregation,” the attorney. went on, 
“and soon it Was known everywhere that 
the union was in prospect. Revs. Mr, Kerr 
and Easton met Fraser and Hufschandt, 
who were reorean bers of the Tuaber- 
nacie flock, and on racy was formed to 
down Mr. Ellis. T -y waited until he 
went to Los Ange. Sell his property 
out ot which sale he was to get 635,000 
and then got the matter into the news- 
papers. 

At the time they knew that on February 
16, atachurch meeting which Hufschmidt 
and Fraser attended, Rev, Mr. Ellis made a 
full settlement te bis account and it was 


accepted by the church. The record of this 


settlement I have now and it shows that 
the Tabernacle Church is indebted to Rev. 
Mr. Ellis in the sum of $196. I have noti- 
fied the present treasurer that he must pay 
the money or I will sue him.“

THE MYSTERIES OF LIFE IN. 
| SURANCE. 


A New York dispatch announces 
that anew shortage of $125,000 has 


been discovered in the accounts of the 


Spanish-American agent of the New 
York Life Insurance Company. Sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars’ deficit 
had previously been shown in the ac- 
counts of this one man, and yet the 


defalcations had been going on fora 
long time. 


The disclosure of these facts has set 
people to talking and thinking very 
seriously about insurance companies, 
the method of whose operations is 
more or less of a sealed book to the 
general public. All that the public 
knows is that the receipts of some of 
them are prodigious, and in the case of 
the mutual companies where dividends 
are supposed to go to the policy-hold- 
ers, it bas required business ability of 
the highest sort so to use up the profits 
that the officers, the directors and 
those favored persons who were on the 
inside would be able to get a handsome 
shareof them. One of the eastern 
companies is said to have put a million 
dollars into a restaurant. Directors 
in another company are paid $1000 as 
a fee every time a directors’ meeting 
occurs. A New York correspondent 
of the Chicago Herald has the follow- 
ing to say on this subject: 


The things which are said of many of the 
insurance companies which are the worst 
are that their managers do not besitate 
deliberately to debaucn legisiatures and to 
use temptations upon public officials. 
There is no doubt that at times enormous 
sums have beeu raised to influence legisla- 
tion at Aibapy. It is beyond dispute that 
these companies have at times furnished, 
large sums of money to the campaign funds 
of each of the political parties and during 
the seme electiou. They have submitted to 
blackmail, and it has been notorious that 
lobbyists failing to realize upon other 
schemes, have caused legislation to be pro- 
posed for the sule purpuse of compelling 
insurance companies to pay money to defeat 
it, Of course, the idea which such action 
suggests is, that there are insurance com- 

nies who do not care to have their affaire 
nvestig ted. The business has been found 
in certain directions to pay as well 
as any gold mine, and if pwticy holders 
xenerally understood that on a fair business 
basis they should receive their policies in 
these companies on the payment of very 
much less money than is required of them, 
such a general demand for a reduction ot 
cost would come that the companies in self- 
protection would be obliged to accede to it. 
These accusations do not apply to all of 
our insurance companies, but it is certain 
that some of those which are esteemed the 
greatest have been taiked about in the man- 
ner sbove indicated, and there are ma 


+ of our best business men who believe that 


in the near future there will come such a 
revel«tion of methods which have prevailed 
in certain life insurance circies as will 
cause a prodigious public scandal and an 
entire revolution in the manner of doing 
business. That is what the citizens are 
talking about now in connection with the 
exposure in the New York Life, and many 
persons delteve that we are on the threshold 
of revelations as startling and as likely to 
compel public attention throughout the land 
as were some of the disclosures which fol- 
lowed the disruption of the ‘I'weed ring. 
Of course, there are companies and 
companies, some of them are undoubt- 
edly conservative and above reproach, 
but such disclosures as have been made 
about the New York Life inevitably 
tend to arouse suspicion in the public 
mind in regard to the method in which 
the insurance businessis conducted in 
general, however unfounded such sus- 


picion often may be. The fact that 


people know so little about the inner | 


workings of the business only tends to 
increase such distrust, as it is a truit 
of human nature to be suspicious of 
what one does not understand. Insur- 
ance companies which take the public 
into their confidence and throw full 
light upon their methods will undoubt- 
edly profit by such a course. 


CLIMATIC MISCONCEPTIONS, 


There are many people who have 
lived wholly upon the Atlantic sea- 
board who cannot understand the 
character of Southern California’s 
climate. They take as a representative 
feature one of their heated, sultry, 
summer days, when the air is pulseless 
and not a breeze is astir, and then cry 
out that they should not like to live in a 
land of perpetual summer. Tn Times 
has received a letter from one of these 
mistaken individuals, a part of which 
is as follows: 

J really begin to think that your 
climate, of which I hear such glowing

A Mexican Writer’s Recollec- 
tions of California. 


THE RANGERS OF LOS ANGELES 


* 


Outlaws and Their Victims—A Tale 
of Terror in the Fiftles 
Told by a Mex- 
ican. 
In the early part of 1853, says a 
writer in the Anglo-American Times, 
published in the City of Mexico, beet 
cattle being in tet demand in San 
Francisco in consequence of the great 
immigration pouring in there from all 
parts of the civilized world, cattle 
buyers used to come down to Los An- 
geles where there were great numbers 
and would purchase large herds to 
drive North. Among these cattle buy- 
ers there arrived by steamer Goliah, 
Capt. Nason, at San Diego, two Ameri- 
cans—names not remembered—who in- 


tended going to Los Angeles by land. 


They bought horses ana a complete out- 
fit and started in that direction. Upon 
arriving at San Jadu Capistrano they 
hired.two Sonorians tound 
there, to th hd assist 
in driving their cattle to Sau Fran- 
cisco. The Sonorians were named 
Rivas and Sabalete. As soon as the 
party had left San Juan Capistrano, 
Don Juan Foster, who owned and oc- 
cupied the ranch or “old mission,” 
sent an express to Capt. Hope of 
the Los Angeles Rang rs bearing a 
letter saying that two ‘American cat- 
tle buyers had arrived there, had 
employed and left with two Sonorians 
who were very susp.cious characters, 
und to keep a sharp lookout for 
their arrival in Los Angeles. And the 
raugers were ipiurmed, and a sharp 
lookout was accordingly kept, but 
the two Americans never reached Los 
Angeles. TWo or three days after 
Capt. Jopper received the letter 
trom Don Juan Foster, he received au- 
other one from Don Manuel Garfias, 
now residing in this city, but then liv- 
ing on the ranch on thé farther side oi 
the monte“ where the town ef Pasa- 
dena is now built. Don Manuel stated 
in his letter that two Mexicaos had 
passed his ranch where they bad 
stopped to purchase some provisions 
for the road and that they had dis- 
played a large amount of American 
gold, and he thought there must be 
something wrong about it, and sug- 
gested the propriety of making an in- 
vestigation. Notwithstanding this let- 
ter and the one received from Don 
Juan Foster and the non appearance 
of the two Americans in Los Angeles, 
Capt. Hope faiied to take any active 
steps to ascertain what had become of 
them. This apathy ou hie part was 
severely criticized at thé time. It is 
true, it was not the province of the 
Rangers to investigate it crime had 
been committed, but to arrest and 
punish criminals after the commission 
or commitial of crime, It was dis- 
covered afterwards trom the confes- 
sions of Rivas and Sabalete, that on 
leaving San Juan Capistrano the 
Americans and their companions had 
traveled slowly, reaching the Santa 
Ana River, where the Auabheim“ now 
stands, about dark. The Americans 


and pass the night (their last night on 
earth), being told that there were no 
bouses in the vicinity wére they could 
stop, and that they could not reacn 
Los Angeles that night. They accord- 
ingly entered the haparral, unsaddled 
their h tied them to bushes, pre- 
pared‘ and took their supper, spread 
out their blankets on the leaves and 


lay down for a good  night’s 
rest. The Americans being 
tired they soon fell fast asleep. 


Then Rivas and Sabalete rose, went 
into the bushes aud each aut a large 
knotty club, and then returned aud 
lay down again with their clubs beside 
them. The word for concerted action 
by Rivas and Sabalete, waa for one to 
ask the other if he was ready. The 
signal was given about midnight. when 
they arose and each selecting a-victim 
they struck the sleeping Americans on 
the head with their heavy-kuotted 
clubs and then by repeated blows beat 
them to deatb. The murdered travel- 
ers were then despoiled of: everything 
that they possessed, even of their wear- 
ing apparel. The bodies were thrown 
together and covered with leaves and 
brush. Rivas and Sabalete then took 
the four noe and the booty, crossed 
the Santa Ana River, and directed their 
course toward the north; After 
traveling a short distance from the 
sot having 
slept any during the early pe tof tho 
night. The next day they slole a band 
of mares, belonging to Don Fel 


Lugo. They then employed a man by 


the name of Vargas, whom they picked 
up on the road, to assist in driving the 
mares to San Francisco. . Vargas, was

occurred. It was on this day she mur- 


derers approached the ranch of Don 
Manuel Garfias. On the parties reach- 
ing Santa Barbara they left the mares 
grazing on the plains, while they went 
in town to have a good time. Vargas 
very soon became beastly drunk and 
disorderly; he was arrested and thrust 
into jail. After waking up from a 
troubled sleep, and finding bimself 
in jail. be thought he was ar- 
rested and jailed for participation in 
the murder of the cattlemen. He 
called the jailer and requesied a 
justice of the peace should be sent 
for. When in presence of the authori- 
ties be made a clean and clear confes- 
sion of everything he knew, Which con- 
fession was taken down in writing. It 
so happened that D. Felipe Lugo bad 
been in San Francisco on business and 
was returning to his home in Los An- 
geles on horseback. = On arriving at 
Santa Barbara he was much surprised 
to find a band of his mares quietly 
grazing on the plains close to the town. 
He entered Sauta Barbara at once to 
discover who were the pretended own- 
ers of the mares, and how they came 
by them. He found Rivas and Sabal- 
eta, who were pointed outto bim as 
the pretended owners of the mares, 
in a saloon drinking. On being 
questioned about their ownership, 
they failed to give satisfac- 
tory answers, Don. Fellpe had them 
arrested as horsethieves and on their 
way tojail they met the police, who 
were in search of the same parties to 
arrest them as murderers. They were 
given a preliminary hearing, when 
they confessed everything: Their con- 
fession was taken down in writing by 
the justice of the peace. Finding 
that Vargas was not implicated in 
either the murder or robbery of the

mares, he was set at libery. In a 
meeting of the citizens and authorities 
it was resolved to send the criminals 
back to Los Angeles for trial. The 
next day a party of eight “Santa Bar- 
burians started with the prisoners 
bandcuffed and bound. They arrived 
in Los Angeles in good time and turned 
their prisoners over, not to the au- 
thorities, but to the Rangers, whom 
they knew would make quick work of 
them. A party of six Rangers were dis- 
patched to the Santa Ana River to 
search for the bodies of the murdered 
men; not being able to find them, they 
returned to town. Then another party 
was dispatched, with one of the pris- 
oners in charge. The prisoner led this 
party direct to the spot where the 
crime was perpetrated. The bodies 
were found both together with the 
heavy and knotty clubs buried under 
leaves and brush. The head of one of 
the men was entirely separated from 
the body,and found some distance away. 
The bodies bad not been molested 
by animals of any kind. After properly 
burying the dead bodies, the party 
returned to town with the murderous 
clubs. A meeting was immediately 
called, amid great excitement, wherein 
it was resolved to execute the criminals 
atonce. A scaffold was erected on the 
bill in.front of the jailand about 4:20 
in the evening Rivas and Sabalete were 
swung into eternity. All this trans- 
pired in less than, fifteen days. 

What became of the money, horses, 
and other property of the murdered 
men, the Rangers neither knew nor 
cared, but we presume everything was 
sent to their families. All that was 
delivered to the Rangers were the crim- 
inals, of whom they gave a good ac- 
count.

AN ASYLUM’S RIGHTS. 


It Can Sue for the Care of “Pay” 
Patients. 

SAN Francjsco, June 26,—[By 
the Associated Press.]! The Su- 
preme Court yesterday reversed the 
decision of the Superior Court. of San 
Joaquin county in case of the directors 
of the Stoc kton asylum for the insane 
against James Smith. Smith placed 
his wife in the asylum asa pay patient 
aud in due course was asked to pay 
for her care and treatment. Smith re- 
fused and ‘was sued. He resisted the 
suit on the ground thatthe asylum is 
a State institution and the State can 
neither sue nor be sued. The Supreme 
Court of San Joaquin county decided 
in Smith’s favor. The directors ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court holds that the 
directors ef an asylum for the insane 
in this State are trustees and as such 
have a right to sue and be sued. The 
judgment of the lower court therefore 
was reversed.

Aid Asked for Iowa Flood 
Sufferers. 


An Eye-witness’s Narrative of the 
Deluge at Cherokee, 


Scores of Houses Swept Away by the 
Tremendous Torrent. 


Moville Almost Wiped Out by the 
Inundation—More Heavy Rain 
in Nebraska—Floods 
atOmaha. .

CHEROKEE (Iowa,) June 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Five hundred peo- 
ple were rendered homeless and desti- 
tute by Tuesday’s floods, and the re- 
sources of Cherokee’s citizens have 
been taxed to the utmost to meet the 
present requirements of these people. 
Outside aid must be given to avert 
hardship, and Mayor Bloom has issued 
an appeal for aid and telegraphed the 
Governor for tents for shelter. Con- 
tributions sent to Mayor Bloom will be 
placed in the bands of a responsible 
executive committee. 

HOW THE FLOOD SWEPT DOWN. 

Fort (Iowa) June 26.—An 
eye-witness of Tuesday’s flood, who 
has just arrived from Cherokee, states 
that itis necessary for one to have 
seen it to have the least idea of the 

reat amount of damage done. Why,“ 

e exclaimed, it is fearful the way 
the immense body of water swept 
things before it. ouses were seen to 
tremble, swing halt round and be car- 
ried along by the torrents. Trees 
were bentand broken. The most re- 
markabie feature of the disaster is 
that any of the people in the track of 
the flood escaped with their lives. As 
far as I could learn no lives were lost 
at Chrokee and the immediate vicinity.

WORK FOR THE MINTS. 


TRADE DOLLARS TO BE COINED 
INTO STANDARDS. 


‘ 


An Immense Demand for Smal 
Silver to Be Met—Millions 
Going into Cents 
and Nickels. 


By Telegraph to The Times. - 
WASHINGTON, June 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The trade-dollar bull- 
ion, which is to be coined into sitver 
standard dollars, is stored in the mints 
at Philadelphia and New Orleans. It 
results from the melting into bars of 
the trade dollars redeemed at their 
face value, under the act of March 3, 


1887. The total number redeemed was 
7,689,036, a portion of which has al- 
ready been coined into subsidiary coin. 
The act of March 3, 1891, provided 
however, that the balance should be 
coined into standard dollars only. 
The amount stored at Philadelphia is 
1,885,325 fine ounces, and the amount 
at New Orleans is 3,038,879 fine ounces. 
This makes in all about $5,148,281 in 
standard silver dollars, a net profit 
above itscostof alittle over $600,000. 

A large amount of subsidiary silver 
and mutilated coins will also have to 
be reco'ned at Philadelphia during the 
same period. The demand for dimes 
continues unabated, and most of the 
recoinage for the present will be of 
that denomination, although twenty- 
five-cent pieces may also be coined at 
San Francisco. The coinage of dimes 
during the last three years has been 
$38,176,471. It is proposed to 
distribute this recoinage between the 
mints at San Francisco, Philadelphia 
and New Orleans, By law the coinage 
ror mmor colin, ‘I-cetit and 5-cent 
pieces, is confined to the mint at Phil- 
adelphia. This coinage has been very 
heavy for several years past. During 
the last three years the coinage of 
5-cent pieces amounted to $2,093,161. 
and the coinage of l-cent pieces to 
$1,395,364. This has all been absorbed 
by the public, and there is every indi- 
cation thatthe demand for these coins 
will continue large for months tocome, 
aud add considerably to the work at 
the Philadelphia mint. 

The coinage at the mints at San 
Fraueisco and Carson City after July 


1, will be confined to gold pieces, and 


such recoinage of subsidiary silver 


coins as may be required on the Pacific 
Coast. |

This pity soon ripened into 
illicit love, and Zwald and Mrs. Schelt 
planned the murder of Mrs.-Zwald, who 
meanwhile had joined her husband in the 
Minnesota town. They gave her a large 
dose of poison in a whisky toddy, sum- 
moned a doctor when she became sick, and 
did not administer the medicine pre 
scribed, The woman died in great agony. 

Mrs. Schelt did not profit much by this 
crime, for Zwald became conscience strick- 
en and moved with his children to Nebraska 
six months afterward. He arrived at 
Wayne, Neb., in 1885, and worked as a 
laborer to support his family. Here he 
was introduced to a widow, whom he liked 
so well that he married her. Before mar- 
riage the second Mrs. Zwald was a nice, 
even tempered’ woman; afterward she 
turned out a vixen, smoking a pipe all day 
long and abusing her stepchildren un- 
mercifully. Zwald became exasperated by 
her conduct, and one night he smothered 
her with a pillow and then hung her body 
from a rafter in the barn. He told the 
neighbors he had quarreled with his wife, 
and every one believed she committed sui- 
cide. 

Zwald remained around Wayne for a 
year and a half, and then his troubled con- 
science drove him away. He removed with 
his children to California, and his steady, 
religions habits made him respected. His 
conscience was still at work, however, and 
became more active asthe years passed by. 
He felt that God was impelling him to con- 
fess his terrible deeds to save his soul, and 
during one of his fits of agonizing remorse 
went to Sacramento and startled the 
authorities by confessing his crimes. His 
story was investigated and proven true. 
The man is now calm and easier in mind, 
and confident of forgiveness from on high.

Such was not the case, though, and when 
diplomacy failed toredress the wrong, 
the newly established department of the 
navy took upthequarrel. After providing 
defense four squadrons were 
gent to the French cruising grounds in the 
West Indies. Onesquadron of five vessels, 
headed by the frigate Constellation and 
rommanded by Commodore Thomas Trux- 
zun, roamed in the vicinity of Porto Rico, 
and two fights of the Constellation alone,

France was a strong naval power; Amer-

The Constellation was a first class vessel 
for that day, but she hadn’t proved it yet 
when her commander sighted her first 
enemy It was in February, 1799, off the 
island of Nevis.

The enemy proved to be the 
frigate |’Insurgente, one of the fastest 
ships in the world, and as good a fighter as 
sailer She answered the Constellation, 
the vessels drifting and keeping up a sharp 
cannonade. 

Truxtun proved an able seaman and 
managed to rake the Frenchman several 


times and escape her return fire. The rig 


ring of the Constellation suffered badly, 
however, and early in the fight the fore 
topmast was cut and was in danger of fall 
ing from overweight of yards and sails. 
Midshipman David Porter, then a lad of 
eighteen, was in the wounded foretop, and

piece of ground which barred the road’s 
progress to First street, some track-laying 
will be begun.

Never turn strange fowls, no matter 


where they come from, among your 
flock, until after they have been in quar- 
antine for two weeks, and you are sure 
they are perfectly well and free from 
lice. Neglect of this precaution at one 


ime introduced cholera among our 


fuwls, at another time it populated ope 
of our poultry bouses with red mites, 
and on the third and last occasion it 
spread roup and scaly legs among our 
Hock. After this triple-headed expe- 
rience we kept all strange fowls away 
from the others, for two weeks after 
their arrival on the premises, and 
know that by so doing we twice es- 
caped having cholera among our fowls, 
and several times avoided founding 
colonies of lice. The quarantining 
business makes some extra work, but 
not nearso much as an outbreak of 
cholera or roup, of a plague of lice. 
Overcrowding—putting more fowls 
into a house and yard than the space 
can properly accommodate—is the 
prime cause of a good deal of sickuess 
umong poultry. Fifteen or twenty 
fowls do well in a certain amount of 
space, and the owner puts in five, ten 
or even fifteen more, and then the 
trouble begins; the fowls, instead of 
dwelling together in “peace and har- 
mony,” as they would if they hud room 
enough to turn around in without bit- 
ting each other’s elbows and treading 
ou each other’s toes, quarrel and fight 
and raise old Harry“ generally, and 
eventually some disease breaks out 
among them. If you only have room 
enough for fifteen fowls, keep just fit- 
teen and no more. A strict adherence 
to this rule will save you a good deal 
of trouble and worriment of mind,“ 
and prevent more diseases 
than a dozen so-called sure cures” for 
cholera ever cured:

While in Los Angelesthe other day 
we bad a talk with Mr. L. A. Stombs 
of the Los Angeles can 1 who 
submitted to us a plan for drying 
raisins by the use of a vacuum process. 
Mr. Stombs proposes to place the fruit 
in an air tight tank, and by injecting a 
quantity of dry steam to drive out the 
air, hecan produce a strong vacuum, 
and as all moisture evaporates rapidly 
under vacuum, he claims by con- 
dencing the vapor as fast as it is 
produced, he can continue the ac- 
tion of the .vacuum on the fruit 
until all moisture is extracted, or un- 
til it is in a proper condition (dried) to 
preserve the fruit. He claims the 
work can be done very expeditiously, 
and where it now takes from ten to fif- 
teen daystocure raisins under the 
best conditions of weather, and at- 
tended at the same time with a large 
expense of labor, he claims he can ac- 
complish the same end in from five to 
eight hours, ata minimum cost of la- 
bor, and will dry all alike, while dry- 
ing in the sunraisins are apt to be- 
come too much dried on one side and 
not’ enough on the other. He claims 
that the raisins, when dried by vac- 


uum, at the completion of the work, 


are in the same condition as they are 
after going through the sweating pro- 
cess, as now practiced,
